‘of the size of buttleships from 36,000 to below 26,000, or the lowest 
figure so far proposed by Great Britain.—Reuter’s American Service.

Conducting hia own defence, 
Mr, Noel Instone Brewor, barris- 
ter-at-law, who waa on ball, sur- 
rendered and entered the dock in 
the Court of the Puisne ‘Judge 
(Mr. Justice Wood) this morning. 
when his trial in connection with 
affaira of the ‘Instone , Banking 
Corporation, Hong Kong, of which 
he was Presidont, opened during 
the January Criminal- Sésaions.

Three Counts 
There were three counts in the 
Indictment, the, first two being 
“making a false statement without

BLUDGEON METHODS 
OF ADVERTISING 


HIDEOUS ENAMEL SIGNS OF 
"CIGARETTE FIRMS 


CHIEF OFFENDERS 

Some pungent criticism of the dis- 
figurement of town and countryside by 
advertisements was contained in an 
address at the Royal Society of Arts 
in London by Mr, Harry: H. Peach, of 
the Council for the Preservation of 
Rural Britain. Mr, Peach showed a 
large number of striking specimens of 
signs and hoardings. He spoke of the 


“vulgar shouting signs which spring | 


up behind hedges and often invade 
what tho public have been led to re- 
cognize as a beauty spot,” and, dia- 
cussing advertisements in towns, he 
said: “We have in self-protection to 
bocome ‘so hardened to their hideous- 
ness that I find most people have un- 
consciously becomo oblivious to the ad- 
vertisements which disfigure _ street 
and building, exccnt cre fom uth 
.bludgeoning,. mathod makes, (its\vul- | 
pn Sa & 

Mr. Peach discussed’ his subject in a 
practical way, making suggestions for 
the avoidance of the worst offences 
and doing justico to tho firms that are 
showing, themselves willing to abstain 
from the more violent forms 
of advertisement, He, mention- 
ed, ‘for instance, in connection 
with petrol signs that the Shell-Mex 
Company have decided to cease to 
issue them and have cancelled 11,000 
agreements and removed some thou- 
sonds of signs, He described the 
method of control in operation” at 
Zurich as an example of how public 
opinion may convert advertisement 
into an orderly and quite decent affair. 

He thought that the most serious 
menace was the enamel sign. Ho was 
surprised that architects all over the 
country had not been up in arma about 
this and demanded Jegistation’ to pre- 
vent the spolling of the front of build- 
ings. He expressed the’ opinion that 
the cigarette advertisoment disfigured 
more ‘shops and buildings than pro- 
bably any other form. It was much 
worse than petrol, Next after 
cigarettes, tea, starch, mustard, 
Polishes, soaps, and chocolates were 
the chief sinners. 

_A Neglected Remedy 

Great Improvement would follow in 
Britain if the Advertigements Re 
gulation Act were more strictly en- 
forced by the public’ authorities, 
especially by tho county councils, most 
councils: having made by-laws, | Few 
of the councils hoWever, exercised the 
by-laws thoy had made. “But,” he 
added, “public opinion is rising, ‘and 
we get protests from ‘people like the 
Archbishop of ‘Canterbury, Mr. Mac- 
Donald, Mr.. Baldwin, ‘and others 
against the atrocities that dofile our 
Iand. What we really’ want is more 
order, and gentlemanliness in our 
civilization, and let me warn those of 
you who view with alarm the growing 
power of the masses that If you teach 
them disorder and chaos, if you dis. 
figure your civilization so that they 
can have no pride in it, what will be 
the results? You can already. see it 
in the ordinary townsman's treatment 
of the countryside. Tho Denn’ of Man- 
chester referred to this mntter in a 
noble letter to the pross just before 
the last countryside conference. 

“Outdoor advertisement is only one 
way of solling goods, and I often feot 
it ts like the wasteful method of nature 
where the cod lays two million eggs 
and two sutvive, Ono can hardly call 
it the maximum result with the mini- 
mum of waste. J doubt if ‘anyone 
would admit that outdoor advertising 
is other than wasteful, A person 
Posts, say, 1,000 bills in the hope that, 
say, 100 of tham aro In effective post. 
tions, and the price he pays is adjust- 
ed accordingly, 

Hint to Mr. Snowden 

“If advertising cost a great deal 
more than {t now does is would be 
better handled, and one remedy. is 
thereforo, to make, advertising dear| 
Tho restriction by.public opinion an 
city control in Zurich, I havo little 
doubt, is as much botter for the ad- 
vertlser as it is for the town.’ One 
simple. course is to. tax outdoor ad- 
vertisement by size. Tho restriction 
of size also would demand order to 
make advertlsement moro effeetive, 

“There is too much silly talk about 
helping British trade ‘Abroad as an 
excuse for home disfigurement, and I 
do not find firms refusing to advertise

University Scholarships 
These observations bring me to 
a,point that le a somewhat sad one 
for\refleetion, There are very few 
available—acholarshipa—to—tie. 
University. “In'my last report I put 
forward o plea for financial aid 
in behalf of Chinese girls who, on 
finishing, their school studies, 
would, if they were able, further 
their education at the University. 
Our pupils, ag I have already 
mentioned, show an increasing ten- 
dency to continue their educational 
career beyond the Class 7 atage, 
when in former years a large pro- 
portion of them left to be married. 
Many girls not only stay at school 
until the aye of eightetn or nine- 
teen but enter the teaching or nurs- 
Ing profession after they have 
taken - the University Local 
Examinations, While this _ten- 
dency shows a breaking away from’ 
the Chinese tradition of early 
marriage, } hardly feel that I can 
deplore it, as in our Western view 
.a girl is thereby more amply fitted 
by contact with tho realities of life 
to become a true compdmion'to hor 
husband in his different. intcresta, 
and to become a wise and discern- 
ing mother.” = 
All the students of last year’s 
Clags 1 are now teaching in the 
Colony. Four’ of their number 
matriculated but one only, Ho Sui- 
hing, was able to enter the Univer- 
sity—through obtaining a Govern- 
ment Scholarship. There being no 
available scholarship or gift of 
money for the remaining ‘aspirants 
they had perforce ‘td relinquish 
their hopes.

‘EXTRALITY 


From A Polish Point of 
. View 


INCREASE OF TRADE 
. Canton, Saturday. 

That the Powers have no 
reason to inalat on the maintenance 
of their extraterritorial privileges 
in China and that its continuance 
will, instead of benefiting, them, 
form a great stumbling block in 
the way toward further improve- 
ment of the Powers’ trade in China 
are ‘the points raised by 
Messageries Polonasis, a daily 
paper published in Warsaw, while 
commenting on the new Sino-Polish 
Treaty of Amity and Commerce. 
The paper asserts that after tho 
conclusion of the new treaty, 
Polish trade with China has jump- 
ed to a higher level and expresses 
the bellef that the trade of other 
Powers with China would also be 
increased should they agree to the 
abolition of extraterritoriality in 
China, A free translation of part 
of the editorial in the Polish Daily 
runs as follows: 

“The new Sino-Poligsh Treaty ot 
Amity and ~ Commerce ‘signed “at 
Nanking on September 18, 1929, 
was entirely based on the principle 
of equality and reciprocity. Dr. 
Cc. T. Wang, the Chinese Minlater 
for Foreign Affairs, has announced 
that. the Sino-Polish Treaty will bo 
used as an example for the new 
Treaties te be concluded with other 
nations. Inthe new Sino-Polish 
Treaty the following three ‘ prin- 
ciples are obsurved;. namely, (1) 
Complete abolition, of extraterri- 
toriality; (2) Complete tariff 
autonomy for China; and (38) Pre- 
servation of China’s coastal and in- 
land navigation rights for Chinese 
nationals. . It is learned that in the 
new treaty between China and 
Czecho-Slavokia the same principles 
will be adhered to-and the ‘con- 
tents will be similar to that of tho 
new Sino-Polish Pact. 

“Ching i3 now conducting 
negotiations with the: Powers con- 
cerned for the abolition of extra- 
territoriality. Although no definite 
agreement has yet been reached, 
it Is a foregone conclusion «that 
eventually they will have to fall 
Into line with the Chinese demand. 

“It muat be pointed out that con- 
tinued existence of extraterrf 
toriality in China is unreasonable. 

There is every reason to believe 
that once this obsolete system is 
removed the Powers’ trade with 
most certainly ex- 
perience a further Increase. With 
the signing of the new ‘Sfno-Pollsh 
Treaty, Polish nationals in China 
no longer enjoy the'said privileges 
but at the same time the Sino- 
Polish trade has been increased. 
Since this is true with Sino-Polish 
trade, there is no reason why It 
should not be the case with the 
other nations.” 

A perusal of the latest statistics 
of Sino-Polish trade reveals fayour- 
able changes resulting directly 
from the conclusion of the new 
equal Treaty, — Canton News 
Agency. © :

MR.. JESSE WILTSHIRE FOUND : 
SHOT 


succUMBS “IN HOSPITAL 

The many friends in the Colony. 
and elsewhere of Mr. Jesse 
Wiltshire, First Bailiff, Supreme 
Court, wera shocked to hear of his 
death at about 10 am. yesterday, 
following ‘his removal to the Gov- 
ernment Civil Hospital with a bul- 
let wound in the head. 

In the morning, the Chinese con- 
stable on duty under the verandah 
of the Courts of Justice facing the 
City Hall reported to the Central 
Station that fragments of window 
glass, as the result of a revolver: 
shot from inside the office on the 
ground floor, had fallen on his 
shoulder. 

Det.-Sgt. Murphy was sent down. 
On entering the Courts he proceed+ 
ed to the Bailiffs’ office and saw Mr. 
Wiltshire sitting in an armchair, 
holding a 32 Smith & Wesson revole 
ver, 

Tt appears that the bullet passed ; . 
through Mr. Wiltshire’s head, broke 
the window-pane, and struck the 
granite column outelde, finally 
ricocheting back to the office, where 
it was found. 

Mr. Wiltshire was removed to 
hospital with due speed but sauce 
cumbed about an hour afterward, 
Mra, Wiltshire having been aum- 
moned in the interval, 

Much sympathy will be felt for 
his widow and three daughters, one 
of whom is married. 

30 Years’ Service 

Born -on January 12, 1876, Mr. 
Wiltshire was thus 64 years of age. 
On appointment as Police Constable | 
in' 1900, he joined the Government 
Service, The next year saw him 
transferred to the Prison Service as 
Warder, In 1910 he was promoted 
Principal Warder. In 1927 he was 
transferred to the Supreme Court: 
to the position which he held with 
distinction ever since. 

By reason of his duties, Mr. 
Wiltshire énme into continual con- 
tact with the public and was noted 
for his unfailing tact and courtesy. 
As a lawn bowls enthusiast, he took 
great interest ‘first in the Police 
Recreation Club and—last year— 
in the Craigengower Cricket Club, 
playing for the latter as one of tho

There ia no doubt also that in 
dealing with them International 
action is necessary. . , 

The only agency seeking to fight 
these evils directly is the League of 

. Nations. The’ Christian Church 
secks ¢o war against the spirit 
which makes such evils. possible, 
.tather than to attack them directly. 
‘This latter action demands a 
specialised knowledge ,of the pro- 
blem concerned, and an organisation 
qualified to deal with it. 

These things the League of 
Nations posgosses. 

The League itself, as you know, 
was the direct outcome of the Great 
War. The name chiefly. connected 
with its birth was that of the late 
President Wilson, though the great 
country which he represented after- 
wards repudiated his action and 
stood outside. In fact the League 
has been called “America’s, ‘baby, 

“Jald at the door of Europe.” 

At its inception 42 nations, from 
all the five continents of the world 
signed the Covenant. Fourteen 
-have been admitted since, Germany, 
who became a member in 1926, 
being the latest recruit. 

There have been two scceasions 
ordy viz, Brazil and Costa Rica. 
(Spain gave notice of withdrawal 

‘In 1926, but afterwara withdrew the 
notice, and is a full. member.) 

Only ten States are non-members, 
the most important of which ara 


Afghanistan. 
Egypt. 
Mexico, 
«Turkey. 
U.S.A. 
‘ Soviet ‘Russia. 
In matters of Finance, Social 
"Questions and the Reduction of 
Armaments, the U.S.A., Soviet Rus- 
, Bia, Turkey and others have co-' 
operated with the League, with 
beneficial résults. 
Here now are some of the things

(1) Broadly speaking ‘it may. .be 
said to stand for putting an end to 
, methods of force, and insisting upon 
the peaceable settlement of disputes.

(2). It ‘atands for greater justice 
in international relations. © - ,. 
(3) It has. set up the first world 
. court of Law, which year by year 
+” dheroases ‘its prestige and the area 
of its jurisdiction. + .° - 
(4) It-has set up. the first Inter- 
national: Clvil, . Service, in history, 
the firat large-scale, Official, Inter. 
‘sl national’ Body definitely devoted to 
". the Organisation of Peace, the first 


WHITE SLAVE TRAFFIC 


Its meetings are regarded as {m- 
portant enough to attract Foreign 
Ministers to attend its deliberations, 
It is .probnble that the Foreign 
Ministers of four out of the five 
European Great Powers will gather 
ut Geneva three or four times every 
year. That is a great gain in the 
direction of avoiding mutual mis- 
understandings. 

It has also created an atmos- 
phere of mutual good-will, which 
has made possible further develop- 
ments, : 

The Locarné Treaties, which de+ 
finitely Introduced in a Treaty form 
the “outlawry of war’ principle, 
owed their inspiration to the 
League. They also brought Ger- 
many into the League. 

The Kellogg Pact, which came 
into force jin July last, and has 
been ratified by 56 States, re- 
nounced war as ‘an ‘Instrument of 
national policy, laid down that the 
acttlenient of disputes should never 
be sought except by pacific means. 
This pact also owed much to the 
educative work of the League. Its 
object ig to put Law in the place of 
War, and this implies the use of 
some sort of machinery like that of 
the League, to see that, in case of 
disputes, a settlement is reached. 

A Vital Problem | 

The most difficult and most vital 
problem (as Lord Cecil calls it) is 
the problem of disarmament. That 
does not mean that any nation Is 
seriously considering the abolition 
of its Army or Navy or Air Force. 
But it does mean that they are 
seriously considering the best plan 
of reducing and limiting thelr arma- 
ments. 

It is casy to see the reasonable- 
ness of this. Nations build up 
armies and navies against each 
other, on the plea of defence. As 
soon as one draws ahead another 
puts on a spurt to overtake, and the 
cost is continually piling up. . 

Europe is spending over £420,- 
000,000 a year on defence, while the 
League is costing about a million. 

It cost: Great Britain Inst year 
a little over £100,000 and will cost 


£114,000 this year. That fs just, 


about, the same. amount as the 
Army's Postage Bill, and not much 
more than half the amount spent 
by the Navy on Stationery and 
Printing, So no one can oppose it 
on the score of expense. 

But there is another reason why 
we should aim to reduce and limit 
armaments, besides on the score of 
cost. : 

When men have: built up an 
elaborate and efficient fighting ma- 
chine, it is only natural that they 
shauld want to try it. The oppor- 
tunity comes, and the men in con- 
trol find the temptation too strong 
‘to resist, : 

The Five Power Naval Confer- 
erence; which meets on Tuesday in 
London, is a step towards solving 
this problem. Representatives of 
Great ‘Britain, U.S.A, Japan, 
France and Italy will meet, after 
months of careful preparatién, and 
consider how best they can come to 
a working agreement. © i 
- There seems no doubt that some 
progress will be made; all that’ {s 
doubtful is the measure of ‘success 
to be attained, = = 

This will prepare. the, way for a 
general Disarmament Conference,

‘| In fact the Army forwards 
dominated the game, but were bad- 
ly let down behind the,scrum by 
three-quarters who could not take 
passes and who would not tackle. 
In addition the Army forwards did 
not know what to do with the ball 
when they got it in the loose, and 
a lot of their energy was therefore 
misdirected.
